ABELIA  FLORIBUNDA — One  of  the  finest  new  shrubs  introduced  in  re¬ 
cent  years  and  our  offering  this  season  is  about  the  first  to  be  on  sale. 
A  shrub  growing  to  around  2%  to  3  feet  high  with  masses  of  long  thin 
tubular  carmine  red  flowers.  Potted  plants  1  to  1%  feet  at  $1.25  each; 
balled  l%/2  ft.  bushy  plants,  $2.50  each. 

ABELIA  SCHUMANN — Another  one  of  the  Abelias,  greatly  admired  on 
account  of  the  arching  branches  covered  most  of  the  summer  with 
lilac  colored  flowers.  These  two  varieties  will  undoubtedly  supersede 
the  old  variety  Grandiflora  on  account  of  the  more  colorful  blooms.

BRUNFELSIA  FLORIBUNDA — A  dwarf  free  blooming  shrub  with  masses 
of  rich  violet  flowers  with  small  white  eye.  At  some  stages  the  flowers 
are  almost  white  so  at  times  the  shrub  has  the  appearance  of  having 
two  colored  flowers  at  the  same  time.
